narch of Engliſbmen, the reſt of the Kings |

X IV and little regarded: But, to ſtrengthen 
PEAT himſelf the better, he ſought to take to 
Wife Erhelburga, Siſter to Ebald King of Kent, the migh- 
tieſt Monarch, next himſelf, in the Iſland. This Lady, 
as well as her Brother, were zealous Chriftians, and ſhe 
would not conſent to marry, even ſo great a Monarch, 
RR without ſhe might have the free Exerciſe of her Reli- 
gion. This, though thought hard by her Lover, was 
conſented to; the many Accompliſhments that Lady is 
{aid to be poſſeſſed of were Attractions too ſtrong to be 
reſiſted. Matters being ſettled berwixt all Parties, Zrbct-

However, he tells us 
that Paulinas, by Revelation, as was believed, coming to the Know- 
ledge of a Secret which. ftrangely befel the King in the Time of his 
Troubles, laid his Right Rand on the Monarch's Head, aſking him 
If be remembered the Sign? But before this Time the King had been 
wounded by an Aſſaſſin called Eumerus, who ftabd'd one of his faith» 
ful Servants,. named Lilla, and throdgh him-wounded his Royal Ma- 
Fer in his own Palace. This Villain was bir'd by a .- Saxon 
King, called Qvinſchm. Now the eood Biſhop obtain'd this Promiſe, 
That if Chrift would grant bim bis Recovery, and Viftory over bis Ene- 
mics, be vould become a Chriſtian. And indeed he propoundrd the 
Reaſons to his great Men that induced him to embrace Chriſtianity, 
Pazlinus alſo aſſiſling him.

was intended, burnt down great Part of the City, and 
with it the. Cathedral fell in almoſt one common Ruin. 


The antient Fabrick thus deſtroyed and laid in Aſhes, 
the Canons of the Church were expelled: from their 


Stalls, and the Revennes of it ſeized into the Conquer- 


or's Hands: But, after ſome Time, having made Thomas, 
his Chaplain and Freaſurer, Archbiſhop of this Province, 


he reſtored the Temporalities to him, and this Prelate 
= took Poſſeſſion of his Church and Dioceſe in the Year 


1070, at a Time when. bath. were made deſolate, and 


= ncar totally deſtroyed. 


Thimas, however, ſet himfelf heartily to Work to-re. 
ſtore them to their former Splendor. The Church he 
rebuilt much larger and nobler than it was before, re- 
calle the baniſhed Ecclefiaſticks, filled Vacancies, and 
in ſhort eſtabliſhed, in every Particular, the Fabrick in 
as good, or better, Condition than ever. 

Once more raiſed to Grande ur, the Church continued 
in great Proſperity till the Year 1137; when, June 4, 
a caſual Fire began in the City, which burnt down the 
Cathedral again, and. along with it, St. Mary's Abbey 
and 39 Pariſh Churches. Fbis Accident happened in 
the Epiſcopacy of Archbifhop Fhurfan; and we find-an 
Indulgence granted ſoon after by Joceline Biſhop of Sa- 
rum, ſetting forth, that Whereas the Metropolitical 


Church of Yori was conſumed by a new Fire, and al- 


moſt ſubverted, deſtroyed, and miſerably ſpoiled. of its 
* Ornaments, therefore to ſuch. as. bountifully contri- 
buted towards the Re-edification oF it, he rcleaſed to 
them forty Days of Penance mjoined.*” 

Notwithſtanding this, our Church lay in Aſhes all the 


Time of, Archbiſhop Henry Murdac and St. William, 


Thurſtan's immediate Succeſſors, until Reger, Archbiſhop, 
Anno 1171, began to rebuild the Choir, with its Vaults, 
and lived to perfect them. Afterwards, in the Reign of 
Henry III. Walter Grey, Roger's Succeſſor, added: the 
South Part of the Croſs Iſſe of the Church; for we find 
that, ano 1227, another Indulgence was publiſhed, by 
the ſaid Walter, of forty Days Relaxation, c. to theſe 
Bene factors who liberally contributed towards the Work 
of che Fabrick thereof.

one Pin, or Plug, geometrically placed in the Centre. 
The Outſide, however, is ſtrongly ſupported by eight 
Buttreſſes.

Houſe, Sc. A Copy was obtained from the Original, 


then in the Poſfefliqn of the Lord Fairfax, by Sir Wil 


liam Dugdale, Knt. and given by him to the College of 
Arms, Londen, as the Title of the Book does evidently 

ſhew. It is remarkable, that there are two Coats in the 
Windows of the Chapter-Houſe, which go farther to 

clear up the Time of the Building of it, and theſe are 

firit Cheque or and aznre, a Canton ernine, which Arms 

Heylin gives to Peter de Dreux, Duke of Britain; and or, 

a Croſs gults, Hubert de Burgh, Earl of Kent; both Con- 

temporaries with Halter Grey; nor are there-any Deſcen- 

dants from them that we-know of. PANS: 

The Title of the Chapter-Houſe informs us of its. Uſe, 
namely, for the Dean, Prebendaries, and other Digni- 
taries of the Church to aſſemble in. It is alſo the Place 
where the Convocation of the Clergy of the Province of 
York uſed to meet; but, of late Years, it has not been 
much frequented on that Occaſion. 

We cannot take Leave of this beautiful Structure with- 
out obſerving, from Camden, the Character rea Sil- 
vius, afterwards Pope Pius II. gives our Church, and 
this Place in particular: © It is, ſays he, famous for its 
„ Magnificence and Workmanſhip all the World over; 
* but eſpecially for a fint lightſome Chapel, with ſhining 
„alli, and /mallthin-waifled Pillars quite round.” Nei- 
ther muſt we omit an Encomium beſtowed: upon it by a 
great Traveller, as is ſaid, in an old Montiſb Verſe, and 
is inſcribed on the Wall in Saxon Letters as foliows:

Aſter all, this noble Structure was near being deſtroy- 
ed, in the late Days of Rapine and Sacrilege; for there 
is a Tradition very much credited, that a certain Perſon 
in York had obtained a Grant from the pious Legiſ- 
lature of thoſe Days, to pull down the Chapter-Houſe as 
an uſeleſs Part of the Church. We are further told, that 
the Man had certainly effected it, and had deſigned to 
have built Stables out of the Materials, had not Death | 
ſurpriz'd him a Week before the intended Execution of 
his wicked Project. ö 
In the Square Paſſage to the Chapter-Houſe from the 
| Church, remarkable for its beautifu] Windows of painted 
! Glaſs, bave been alſo many Coats of Arms delineated on 
| | the Wall in their proper Colours, particularly over the 
| Eutrance; but Time has ſo defaced them, that very few

ted Procurator of the Rents and Revenues belonging to 
it, paying each of the Prieſts ten Marks per Ann. to each 
of the Deacons, one hundred Shillings; to each of the 
Subdeacons, ſix Marks; and he himſelf ſhall receive ten 


Marks per Arn. for his own Salary, befides the Reſidue of 


the Rents that remain over, and beſides what will com- 
pleat the Sum of all the Portions of the Priefts, Deacons, 
and Subdeacons. | 

« Alſo he willed that the ſaid Sacriſt of his own Coſt 
expend ten Shillings on Maunday, as well in Veiles, 


Wine, Ale, Veſſels and Water for waſhing the Feet of the 


Canons, and of other poor Clerks, to the Uſe of thoſe 
poor Clerks: And alſo to contribute ſixteen Shillings to 
the Diet of the ſaĩd poor Clerks; that in all Things the 
Fraternity and Unity of the Church may be preſerved. 

« And for their neceſſary Suſtentation he of his own 
Bounty gave them the Churches of Everton, Sutton with 
Scroby Chapel, Heyton, Beraeſey, Otiely one Mediety. 

And procured of the Liberality of other faithful Per- 
ſons, the Church of Calverigy, ex dono Wilhelm de Scoty; 
the Church of Horton, ex dene Willielmi Paganel; the 
Church of Harwood, ex done Avicie de Ruminilly; the 
Church of Thorpe, ex done Ade de Bruys er Ivette de 
Arches wxoris ur. To this Chapel alſo did belong the 
Churches of Co/lingbam, Clareburg, and Retford. 

« Roger provided. alfo that the Churches which were 
not of Donation ſhould be tree from Synodals, and all 
other Things due to the Archbiſhops his Succeſſors, and 
their Officials: And ordered that they ſhould as quietly 
and freely hold and enjoy thoſe Churches which are of 
his Donation as others have done before them. Laſtly, 
he ordained, for the more diligent ſerving of the Chapel, 
that none of the faid Clerks ſhould dwell out of the City; 
which if they preſumed to do, they ſhouſd be diſplaced by 
the Archbiſhop, and another of the ſame Order be by 


him collated.” 


Seawval, Archbiſhop, pereeiving the Revenues of theſe 
Churches to be very much increaſed, appointed Vicars 
to be eſtabhſhed in them, preſentable by the Sacriſſan, 
and made divers Orders for the better Government of the 
Minitters, whom from thenceforth he cauſed to be called

10 went the laſt Change very carly in the Work of the Re- 
formation; for it was certiſied into the Court of Aug- 
mentations, held in the thirty-ſeventh Year of the Reign 
of Henry VIII. to be of the yearly Value of 192 L 165. 64. 
But it was ſtanding here much later, for we ſind that the 
Tithes belonging to this Chapel and the Chapel itſelf, 
were ſold to one Meer the fourth of Elizabeth. 

The next Qutbuilding we ſhall mention is the Veſtry, 
which joins to the South Side of the Church; it has 
a Council- Room and Freaſury. eontiguous to it. In 
this laſt were kept all the Rents, Revenues, Grants, and 
Charters, with the Common Seal belonging to the 
Church; and had a particular Officer to inſpect and take 
Care of them. In the large Inventory of the Riches be- 
longing to this Cathedral, taken in E4weord the Sixth's 
Time, is an Account of the Money then in St. Peter's 
Cheſt ; which was all ſoon after ſeized upon, and the 
Treaſurer's Oface diſſolved: For a very good Reaſon,

he Council-Room, or Inner Veſtry, where his Grace 
of York robes himſelf when he comes to his Cathedral, is 
a convenient Place, render'd warm and commodious for 
the Clergy to adjourn to from the Chapter-Houſe in cold 
Weather. In it is a large Preſs, where are kept thoſe Acts 
and Regiſters of the Church, which they want more im- 
mediately to conſult on theſe Occaſions. | 

In the Wall of the South Corner of the Veſtry-Room is 
a Well of excellent Water, called St. Peter's Well. Oppo- 
tint ſite is a great Cheſt, of a triangular Figure, ſtrongly 
bound about with Iron Bars; which, by its Shape, muſt 
Vis have once ſerved to lay up the Copes and Prieſts Veſt- 
11 ments in. Along the North Side are ſcveral large Cup- 

4 boards in the Wall, in which formerly were locked up 
the Church's Plate, and other valuable Things; but at

This Horn Mr, Camden particularly mentions as a 
Mark of a ſtrange Way of Endowment formerly uſed ;

In antient Times there are ſeveral Inſtances of Eftates 
that were paſſed without any Writings at all, by the 
Lord's Delivery of ſuch Pledges as theſe; a Sword, a Hel- 
met, a Horn, a Cup, a Bow or Arrow; zudo werbo, ab/; 
Scripto vel Charia, tantum cum Domini Gladio, wel Galea, 
vel Cornu, [merely by Word of Mouth, without any 
Writing or Paper, only by the Lord's Delivery of a 


Sword, Helmet, or Horn} are the expreſs Words of Ju- 
gulphus. | 


The Cburch of York ought to pay a high Veneration to 
this Horn, ſeveral Lands belonging to it being ſtill called 
de Terra Ulphi; and before the Reformation it was hand- 
ſomely adorned with Gold, and was pendantin a Cham 
of the ſame Metal. Theſe Ornaments were the Occaſion 
of its being taken away at that Time; for it is plain by 
Mr. Camden's Words, that the Horn was not there in 
his Days: ** I was inform'd, ſays he, that this great Cu- 
* riofity was kept in the Church till the laſt Age.“ We 
are not therefore to blame the Civil Wars for this Piece 
of Pillage; for a principal Actor in them, Thomas Lord 

| Fairfax, 
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Fairfax, was the Occaſion of its being preſerved: and re- 
ſtored to the Church. Where it had Jain, or where he 
got it, is uncertain; but, ſtripp'd of its Golden Orna- 
ments, it was returned by Henry-Lord Fairfum, his Suc- 
ceſſor. The Chapter thought ifit to· q ecurate it a- new, 


and to beſtow. the allowing Inſeription to the Memory 
of the Reſtorer upon it.

with the Image of the Virgin enamelled thereon, weigh- 
ing nine Pounds eight Ounces and a Half; ſeveral Goſ- 
pellaries and Epiſtolaries, richly adorn'd with Silver, 
Gold, and precious Stones; Jewels affix'd to Shrines and 
Tombs, of almoſt an ineſtimable Value; Altar-Cloths 
and Hangings, very rich; Copes of Tiſſue, Damaſk, 
and Velvet, white, red, blue, green, black and purple ; 
with other Veſtments of the ſame Colours. Beſides this 
there was a great Treaſure, depoſited in the common 
Cheſt, in Gold Chains, Collars of 88, Cc. with large 
Sums of old Gold and Silver. 

We have nothing to add to the Church's being plunder- 
ed of all theſe immenſe Riches, but a ſmall Robbery, in 
Compariſon of the former, done in the Night of Feb. 5, 
1676; when the Church was broke open, as well as the 
Cupboards in the Veſtry, and moſt of the Plate, they 
then were poſſeſs'd of, ſtole from thence: But the Actors 
of this ſacrilegious Fact were never yet knoẽw . 

The Place which is now called the Veſtry was not an- 
tiently ſuch, but a Chapel begun by Archbiſhop Zouch ; 
who we are told laid the Foundation of a Chapel, about 
the Year 1350, in which he intended to have been buri- 
ed; but, dying before it was finiſhed, he was interred 
elſewhere. - This Chapel is ſaid to have been erected on 


the South Side of the Church, and Mr. Torre brings ſe- 


veral Teſtimonies from the Records to prove that this 
was the Place. At the new Erection of the Choir it was 
taken down, but rebuilt at the Charge' of Archbiſhop 
Zouch's Executors, and it continued a Chantry Chapel,

From the ſame antient Writer, in his elegant Poem de 
Pont ificibus et Janis. Eccleſas Eber. printed in Dr. Gale's 
xv. Scxzptores, We learn that there was contained in this 
Library an invaluable Treaſure of antient MSS. Latin, 
Greek, and Hebrew, among which the following Authors 
are particularly mentioned in them, wiz. Jerome, Hilary, 
Ambroſe, Auſtin, Athanaſrus, Orofius, Gregory, Pope Les, 
Bafil, Fulgentius, Caſſiedorus, Jebn Chry/oftom, Althelmus, 
Bede, Victor Bottius, Pompeius Trogus, Pliny, Ariſtotle, 
Tully, Sedulins, Fuvencus, Alcuin, Clemens, Preſper, Pau- 
linus, Arator, Fortunatus, Lactantius, Virgil, Statius, Lu- 
can, Probus, Phocas, Donatus, Priſcian, Servins, Euticias, 
Pompey, and Comminianus. .

F. Leland laments the Loſs of this wonderful Collec- 
tion, when he was ſent by Henry VIII. with Commiſſion 
to ſearch every Library in the Kingdom. His Words

We cannot find, after this, that our Church was re- 
markable for a Collection of Books, but continued in the. 
ſame State in which Leland ſays he found it, till the great 
Gift of Mrs, Matthews once more gave it the Face of a 
| Library. 
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Library. The Books are methodically digeſted into 
Claſſes, according to the various Learning they treat on, 
and a faithful Catalogue made of them. This was done 
by the Care of Dr. Comber, then Precentor of the Church. 
i They have ſince been augmented at different Times, 
and lately, by the Bequeſt of Dean Pixch, have received 
the Addition of the Foedera Anglicana in ſeventeen 
Tomes, &c. The Books are chiefly remarkable for ſe- 
veral valuable Tracts in Divinity and Hiftory ; ſome 
Manuſcripts, amongſt which is a Tully de Inventione, ad 
Herrenium, very perfect, and in a moſt neat Character;

Entrance formerly hung the Bell for calling to Prayers, b 
in the Time of Dean Finch it was removed to the Top c 
the Lanthorn Steeple. A little - 19 Turret, called thi 
Fiddler's Tarret, from an Image of a Fiddler on the Top « 
it, was taken many Years ago from another Part of tht 
Building, and placed on the Summit of this End, which 
has added much to its Decoration. Over the Doors, b 
the Care of the ſame Dean, was alſo placed a handſom 
Dial, both horary and ſolar, below which two Imag 
uſed to ſtrike the Quarters on two ſmall Bells till thi 
Chimes were taken down, and the new Clock put up.

Theſe were ſtanding, ju 
as they are repreſented iniel/ar's Draught of this Part 
the Church in the ana ſficom and were of great Diſcredit 
as well as Annoyance, to the Fabrick; till the worthy De: 
Gale, amongſt other particular BenefaQions, ſuffered th 
Leaſes to run out, pulled down the Houſes, and cleane 
this Part of the Church from the Scurff it had contracte 
by the Smoke proceeding from theſe Dwellings. 
Eaſtward you take a View of Archbiſhop 7 bees f 
additional Building, being all the Choir-End of the Cath. 
dal. It is eaſily diſcernible, by the Qutfide, that this Pa 
is much newer, as well us of a nobler Gorbici Taſte, thi 
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the Weſt End. To the Eaſt, over the fideſt Window in 
the World, fits the ſaid Archbiſhop, mitred and robed, in 
his Archiepiſcopal Chair, having 1a his Left Hand theRe- 
preſentation of a Church, and ſeeming to point to this 
Window with his Right. At the Baſis of this noble Light 
are thirteen Heads, placed on a Row in the Wall, from 
Angle to Angle: They are deſigned to repreſent the Heads 
of our Saviour and his twelve Apoſtles, himſelf in the 
Midſt of them. At the South Corner is the Head of a 
King crowned, defigned, no Doubt, for that magnanimous 
Prince Edward III. in whoſe Time this Structure was 
erected; and at the North a mitred Biſhop projects, which 
can repreſent none likeliet than the Founder. On each 
Side of this End of the Church ſtand alſo the Statues of 
Perc and Vavaſeur, armed, their Shields of Arms hanging 
by them. It is obſerved that Percy takes the Right Hand 
here, as /awva/ſour does at the Weſt End; but the Rea» 
ſon of it is not know. gan 1 
The Grand Tower, or Lan born Steeple, ſo called, we pre- 
ſume, from its Reſemblance to that Luminary, is the next 
we muſt raiſe our Eyes to. Itisaſquare Building, ſupported 
on the Inſide by four large and maſly Pillars of Stone, which 
make four Arches. This Tower is very lofty, yet Tradi- 
ton aſſures it was meant to be.carried much higher, by a 
Spire of Wood covered with Lead on the Top of it; but the 
Foundation was thought too weak for. ſuch, « Superſtruc- 
ture. On the South-Weſt Angle is now placed a Cupola 
ſor the Prayer-Bell to hang in; which Structure is really 
a Deformity, being of a different Order from the reſt of the 
Church, and only taking up one Corner of the Square; 
bowever, by the Advantage of this Situation, the Silver 
Sound of this ſmall Bell may be heard ſome Miles off the 
City. The Motto upon it alludes to its ringing early.

Thus we have given a ſhort Deſcription of the external 
Parts of this great Fabrick. We have but to add on this 
Subject, that, by the Care and Management of two late 
Governors and'the preſent one, the Fabrick-Money has 
been ſo well applied to its proper Uſe, that at preſent 
the whole StruQture has almoſt' regained its primitive 
Luftre. Were but its loſt Spires and Pinnacles reſtored, 
it would altogether appear fo, and this Fabrick- might 
yet bid Defiance to Time and Weather for many ſue- 
ceeding Generations, | 

At our Entrance into the Church, before we look up- 
wards and dazzle our Eyes with the Loftineſs and Spa- 
ciouſneſs of the Building; it will be neceſſary firſt to caſt 


them on the Ground: Here, in the old Pavement of this 


Church, were almoſt an innumerable Quantity of Grave- 
ſtones, many of which formerly ſhone like Embroidery, 
being enriched with the Images, c. in Braſs; of Biſhops 
and other Ecclefiaſticks, repreſented in their proper Ha- 
bits, of which the Graveſtone of Archdeacon Dal by was a 
ſhining Inſtance, Theſe Stones had alſo monumental In- 
ſcriptions upon them, in order to carry down the Names 
and Qgalities of the venerable Dead to the lateſt Poſterĩty. 
But to ſee how all fublunary Things are fatje&'to Change 
or Decay, what was thought the moſt durable by our 
Forefathers, for this Purpoſe, by an unaccountable Turn 
of Fate proved the very Occaſion of Deſtruction by their 
Sons. Fir no Man henceforth ſay, Exegi Monumentunt

In the Choir-End of the Church, in 5 2 Epitaphs which 
Mr. Dod/aworth gives us, near 30 of them were remaining 


entire and legible before the Pavementwas altered. Theſe 


ſeem to have been preſerved by the Choir Doors, which, 
being kept for the moſt Part ſhut, did ſecure them from 
Plunder. But what has eſcaped within that Iacloſuie, 
bears no Proportion to thoſe which are ſtripped without;

Here lies, in the Hope of future Glory, Richard Sterne, 
aiſcended from a reſpectable Family at Mansfield. Three 
Colleges of Cambridge contended to do bim Honor, and boaſt 
of him as their own. Having been a Scholar of Trinity 


College, be auas elected Fellow of Chrift's, and afterwards. 


enjoyed and adorned the Maſterſhip of Jelus'. He attended 
the Martyr William of Canterbury, as bis Chaplain, on 
the fatal Scaffold, auiib whombe had the Courage even to have 
died, for he dared to be good among the worſt of Men. After- 
ward he was employed in the Education of ſeveral Gentlemen 
of Rank and Fortune, and inthis Cbaracter it was his Study 
to inſtill into them thoſe Principles of Piety and Loyalty which 
might engage them in the true Service of Gad, and, when the 
Times allowed it, of the King. Upon the King's Return be was 
earneſtly entreated to accept, aubat was acknowledged to be un- 
worthy of his Acceptance, the See of Carliſle. Bat his Merit 
was no more to be concealed than the Light of Day: In that 
humble Province it appeared that he deſerved even the higheſt 


Station; and, that he might be ſeen in all his Glory, be was.

In the Middle Choir, or Ladies Chapel, is a Monument 
for Archbiſhop Sharp, within an Iron Palliſade, which is 
a ſtately Marble one of the Corinthian Order, with re- 
vealed Pilaſters. Upon the Pedeſtal Part a mitred Figure 
lies reclined upon its Right Arm, with a Book in its
